Members of the "regular'' fac­ 
tion of the Am erican Labor P arty 
n lis te r and Greene counties will 
not have the nam es of their party 
mdidates printed on the spring 
primary ballot as a result of a 
lccision of Justice Pierce H. Rus- 
ell on W ednesday afternoon fol­ 
lowing a long argum ent before the 
(ourt as to th e legality of the des­ 
ignating petitions of the "regu­ 
lars” and the so-called "progres­ 
sive” factions. 
Leading the battle for the "reg­ 
ulars’’ w as W illiam A. Kaercher. 
w ho represented County C hairm an 
Jacob ii. Schneider, and the "pro­ 
gressive" faction was represented 
b y Allen Goodwin of New York, 
w ho appeared for Paul Marcus. 
who leads the "progressive'' fac­ 
tion. 
It was one of the "regular ALP 
w orkers who invalidated the des­ 
ignation petitions in both coun­ 
ties. In U lster county Joseph P. 
Hay man of 19 Dow ns street, a 
w orker for the "regulars,’’ testi­ 
fied th at he had not w itnessed the 
signing of nam es to the designat­ 
ing 
petitions 
and 
had 
simply 
signed his nam e to the petitions 
as a "w itness to their filing." He 
told the court that he had been 
asked to take petitions and have 
members of the party in his ward 
sign them. T his he did but he told 
the court th a t while his signature 
as subscribing w itness on all of the 
petitions appeared, he had not per­ 
sonally w itnessed the persons sign 
the petitions and he did not know 
the m ajority of the people whoso 
names appeared on the petitions. 
Muit W itness Signatures 
Under the acknow ledgem ent of 
tho subscribing w itness each sig­ 
nature m ust bo witnessed and the 
signer m ust be known to the party 
witnessing th e signing. 
Hayman 
said that in th e m ajority of cases 
lie did not know the signer and 
had not seen the petition signed 
and could not identify the person 
or the signature. 
Questioned 
by

Goodwin, 
H aym an said in response to ques­ 
tions relative to each page of the 
petition th a t he had not seen the 
signer affix his signature. 
Then 
asked w hether he him self had not 
signed as a subscribing witness, 
Hayman said he had signed but 
asked to be perm itted to explain. 
Justice R ussell asked Haym an 
to explain w hy he had signed the 
l»etitions as a witness and H ay­ 
m an said h r had not signed as a 
witness to the signing of the peti­ 
tion but had signed as a "witness 
to the filing." 
Justice Russell said th a t appar­ 
ently the m an had been misled and 
bad not understood the purpose of 
his signing the designating peti­ 
tions and he ruled th at the papers 
were not properly authenticated 
and were im proper petitions. 
Hayman said he did see some 
of the people in his w ard sign but 
these names w ere few'. 
Appears for Schneider 
Mr. K aercher. appearing for Mr. 
Schneider, questioned H aym an as 
lo the signature which he had af­ 
fixed to the petitions and w as giv­ 
en the sam e answ er, th a t he had 
believed he w as signing as a w it­ 
ness to the filing of the papers. 
By consent the petitions went 
out. 
In the G reene county case there 
was no testim ony taken when it 
was agreed 1hat the petitions of 
i he "regulars" had not been signed 
by Harold Post w here required as 
a witness. W hen it was found the 
Greene county petitions had not 
been 
properly 
authenticated 
it 
was agreed they also be thrown 
out. Mr. Post late r told a Free­ 
man reporter th a t in this case he 
was lo blame and th at th e defect 
was due entirely to his "careless­ 
ness."

It was argued, as had been 
done last F riday before the Board 
of Elections, th a t these designa­ 
tion petitions should have been 
riled w ith the secretary of sta te in­ 
stead of w ith the local B oard of 
Elections.

that Mr. Goodwin’s contention re­ 
garding this w as correct and th at 
delegates should have been nam ed 
from Congressional Districts br 
t he state at large instead of smal­

OLK AMERICAN P R O B L E M 
I here is still a vnsf amount of poverty in 
iIm world. But our generation is probably 
unique in this respect -that, apparently for 
the first time in recorded history, we no 
longer regard poverty as inevitable. 
Most of us in this country, at least, even 
with the vast amount ol unemployment and 
hardship and public relic!, Ijclicve that there 
is, or must be, a remedy. We do not sit back 
md regard the lack of work and self-support 
ar something divinely appointed. In spite of 
I ladling defeats, we consider it a challenge to 
the intelligence and decency of modern 
civilization. 
Certainly with our tremendous advance ot 
industrial 
and 
agricultural 
methods 
we 
Americans are convinced of our ability to 
pi 'duce enough for everybody. As a nation, 
w( do not produce anywhere near all that 
we art capable of producing. Industry and 
•im iculturc actually find it necessary, a large 
.ut of the time. to hold back production, for 
the cm -ohs reason that we are not able to 
pass the products around. We have yet to 
I iud a practical wa.\ 
to distribute things 
where they are most needed, without throw* 
inc the whole economic machine out of gear. 
Europe and Asia have other grave prob­ 
lems. This is our leading problem. 


INEFFECTIVE WISE-CRACKS 
Police Commissioner Valentine of New 
York City believes that “insulting, sarcastic 
and wise*' racking’’ traffic cops arc less ef- 
ti' icnt than courteous ones. He looks for­ 
ward lo a day when traffic summonses will be 
reduced by bal * and when the officer who 
bawls out motorist- will be as extinct as the 
dodo. 
There is no necessity for half the sum ­ 
monses that are issued,” he told a group of 
officers. “On many occasions a kind admoni­ 
tion will do, and may br many times more 
effective than a summons. When police ac­ 
tion is necessary, don't abuse or humiliate a 
person. We are not trying to build up a 
record of a million summonses a year.” 
! he record any traffic department ought 
to br trying to build up is one of traffic well- 
handled, moving steadily and freely without 
lams and ac' idents. Experience suggests that 
those officer: succeed best who handle the 
driving public courteously and firmly but 
without emotion. 


LESS CAVIAR 
Caviar- is becoming scarce in this country. 
It may be because of w odd trade conditions, 
or it may b e merely that the great American 
rage for it was a passing fad, not a jierma- 
nent taste. At any rate, we bought only 200,* 
OOO pounds of it last year, which was less 
than half as much as the average yearly 
importation between 193-1 and 1937. 
Ten 
years ago we actually imported 750,(XKJ 
pounds. 
According to the New York Tunc*, caviar 
was not mentioned in our import statistics 
before the World War. 
It seems to have 
“come in” as a popular dish over here with 
the proletarian revolution in Russia. 
That 
raises a not-too-important question. Is caviar 
Communistic? If so. isn’t its popularity with 
the rich and extravagant a joke on them? 
Perhaps, however, it came w itll the Russian 
aristocracy who fled from the revolution. 
There ought to be material for a sociolog­ 
ical thesis in this somewhere.

C rim es of violence, burglaries and 
sm ash-and-grab raids have dwindled 
to negligible proportions since the 
w ar broke out, but the ghb-tongued 
rack e teer has taken the place of the 
b u rg lar and sm ash-and-grab raider. 
Bogus w ar-tim e charities, illegal 
profiteers, and war-loan trick sters 
a re on the “ Y ard 's” purge list, and 
a re responsible for the “ w hite col­ 
la r” phase.
